The Scripture Versus Anecdotes, or the 
Question Book in our Sabbath Schools. 


Committing Scripture lessons was a com- 
mon practice in our Sabbath Schools thirty- 
Then came the 
use of question books which, also, presup- 
posed the learning the verses. The ques- 
tions were designed to assist the teacher, as 
well as the scholars, to understand the text 
and to find the references to correlative 
passages. Then Polyglot Reference Bibles 
were not common. At a still later date the 
habit of illustrating the ideas of thé Bible 
by anecdotes seems to have been adopted by 
some Sabbath School teachers, and by them 
the habit of learning and reciting is “ deemed 
too old fashioned.” Butisitso? Can any- 
thing exceed in value the knowledge of the 
Scriptures? “ The seed is the word.” It 
is the nature of seed to sprout and grow, 
and bring forth fruit. If you can implant 
in a child’s memory one text only, that may 
be blessed of God to his salvation.  God’s 
word shall not return unto him void, but 
shall accomplish that whereto he hath sent 
it.” Repentance unto life usually springs 
from the application of a single text. God 
will honor those who honor him. “He 
hath set his word above all his. name.” 
The Scriptures are the golden harvests of 
the ages, gathered by the divine Reaper for 
the spiritual nourishment of the human 
race, and no pabulum of our collecting can 
so feed and strengthen the souls of our pu- 
pils. As a morsel of bread sometimes saves 
life, so a single text often saves a soul. 

A gentleman, while stopping to water his 
horse, seeing a lad near, began to talk to 
him about prayer, and finally said to him: 
“Tf I will give you this sixpence, will you 
go home and read the third chapter of John, 
and read the third verse over three times ?”

The Cable Laying. 


The Anglo-Ametican Telegraph Com- 
pany, with a capital of £600,000, contract- 
ed with the Atlantic Telegraph Company 
to manufacture and lay down a cable in the 


‘summer of 1866 with certain stipulations. 


The terms being settled it remained only to 
raise the capital. Private subscriptions to 
the amount of £230,500 had been made be- 
fore even a prospectus was issued, or the 
books opened to the public. The whole of 
the capital required to proceed with the ca- 
ble was secured within fourteen days. Once 


March, and but four months remained to 


and prepare it for sea. 

In the cable to be made for the new line, 
there was but little change from that of the 
previous year which had proved nearly 
perfect. While the general form and size 
were preserved, a slight change in the outer 
covering was made, by which the cable was 
rendered both lighter and stronger. The 
iron wires were galvanized, which secured 
them perfectly from rust. or corrosion by 
salt water. Before, it had a tarry coating. 
The machinery was also perfected in every 
part. Butthe most marvellous improve- 
ment had been made in the method of test- 
ing the discovery of faults. A new and in- 
genious method had been devised by Mr. 
Willoughby Smith, by which the cable is 
tested every instant. The process is not 


| described in Mr. Field’s book on account of 


its too scientific character; but, says he, 
“We can only stand in silent wonder at the 
result, when we hear it stated by Mr. Varley 
that the system of testing is brought to such 
a degree of perfection, that skillful electri- 
cians can point out minute faults with an 
unerring accuracy, even when they are 80 
small that they would not weaken the sig- 
nals through the Atlantic Cable one mil- 
lionth part !” 

Such were the conclusions of science to 
animate and incite them to a final and suc- 
cessful undertaking of their task. 

Before the Great Hastern went on her 
mission again she underwent a thorough 
“ grooming.” “As she swam, the seas, a 
thousand things clung to her as to a floating 
island, till her hull was incrusted with mus- 
sels, and barnacles two feet thick, and long 
seaweeds flaunted from her sides.” It was 
no easy matter to get under the huge crea- 
ture, but an instrument was invented by 
which every part of her bottom was raked 
and scrubbed. After having got rid of this 
rough, shapeless mass, at least a knot an 
hour was-added to her speed. “For grap- 
pling the cable she took on board twenty 
miles of rope which would bear a strain of 
thirty tons, probably the largest fishing line 
used since the days of Noah.” When the 
big ship had her cargo and stores on board 
she was well laden indeed. “Of the cable 
alone there were 2,400 miles, coiled in tbree 
immense tanks, as the year before. Of this 
748 miles were a part of the cable of the 
last expedition. The tanks alone, with the 
water in them, weighed over 1,000 tons; 
and the cable which they held 4,000 tons 
more: besides which she had to carry 8,500 
tons of coal, and 500 tons of telegraph 
stores, making 14,000 tons, besides engines, 
rigging, etc., which made nearly as much 
more.” So enormous was the burden that 
it was thought advisable not to take on 
board all her coal before she left the «Med- 
way, as the channel was winding and shal- 
low. About a third of her coal was, there- 
fore, taken at Berehaven. This was fortun- 
ate, for, as she loosened from her mooring, 
she drew nearly thirty-two feet.. Never had 
any keel pressed so deep in those waters. 
It required skillful handling to get her safely 
to sea. Asshe floated along slowly over 
bars where she almost grazed the sand, it

ae Stand by the Flag. 


_ We know of no iacident in the war more 
touching than the folowing, which occurred 
at the battle of Petersburg, July 17, 1864: 

In the Fifty-Seventh Massachusetts. was 


a soldier named Edward M. Schneider. | 


When the regiment was formed he was a 
student in Philips. Academy, Andover. 
From motives of patriotism, against the 
wishes of his friends, he left the literature 
of the ancients and the history of the past, 
to become an actor of the present, and to do 
what he could for future good. His father 
is a well-known missionary of the Ameri- 
can Board at Aintabg, Turkey. | 

On the march; from.Annapolis, though. 
but seventeen years old, and unaccustomed 
to hardship, he kept his place in the ranks, 
from the encampment by the waters of the 
Chesapeake to the North Anna, where he 
was slightly wounded. The surgébns sent 
him to- Port Royal for transportation to 
Washington, but of his own accord he re- 
turned to his regiment, joining it.at Cold 
Harbor. While preparing for the charge 
upon the enemy’s works, on the 17th instant, 
he said to the chaplain— 

“T intend to be the first oné to enter their 
breastworks.” 

The brave young soldier tried to make 
good his words, leading the charge. 

He was almost there—not quite ; almost 
near enough to feel the the hot flash of the 
rebel musketry in his face; near enough to 
be covered with sulphurous clouds from the 
cannon, when he fell, shot through the body. 

He was carried to the hospital, with six 
hundred and fifty of his division comrades ; 
but lay all night with his wound undressed, 
waiting his turn without a murmur. The 
chaplain looked at the wound. 

“‘ What do you think of it?” 

Seeing it was mortal, the chaplain was 
He remembered 
the last injunction of the young soldier’s 
sister ; “ I commit him to your care.” 

The young hero interpreted the meaning 
of the tears—that there was no hope. 

‘Do not. weep,” said he: “it is God’s 
will. I wish you to write to my father, and 
tell him I have tried to do my duty to my 
country and to God.” . 

He disposed of his few effects, giving ten 
dollars to the Christian Commission, twenty 


his friends. Then, in the simplicity of his 
heart, said: 

“I have a good many friends, school- 
mates and companions. They will want to 
know where I am—how I am getting on. 
You can let them know that I am gone, and 
that I died content. And, chaplain, the 
boys in the regiment—I-want you to tell 
them to stand by the dearold flag! And. 
there is my brother in the navy—write to 
him.and tell him to stand by the flag, and 
cling to the cross of Christ!” . 

The surgeon examined the wound. 
“It is my duty to tell you that you will 
soon go home,” said he. 

“Yes, doctor, I am going home. I am 
not afraid to*die. I don’t know how the 
valley will be when I get to it, but it is all 
bright now.” 

Then, gathering up his waning strength, 
he repeated the verse often sung by the sol- 
diers, who, amid all the whirl and excite- 
ment of the camp and battle-field, never 
forget those whom they had left behind them 
—mother, sister, father, brother. Calmly, 
clearly, distinctly, he repeated the lines— 
the chorus of the song: 

“ Soon with angels I’ll be marching, 
With bright laurels on my brow ; 
I have for my country fallen ; 
Who will care for sister now ?” 

The night wore away. Death stole on. 
He suffered intense pain, but not a murmur 
escaped his lips. Sabbath morning dawned, 
and with the coming of the light he passed 
away. 


The Blarney Stone. 


Who has not heard of the Blarney Stone ? | 


Irish blarney is quite as familiar a term as 
Irish wit. Yet there are not many who 
know where and what is the Blarney Stone, 
that gives to the Irish who kiss it the per- 


ing flattery, that is said to distinguish them 
as a race. Five miles from the City of 
Cork stands the Donjon Keep and the ruins 
of the ancient Blarney Castle, where, in 
olden time, dwelt the McCarthys, Barons 
of Blarney. . It was built in the fifteenth 
century, and the majestic strength and pro- 
portions of the work show that in its day, 
before our modern means of war were in 
use, it must have been a mighty affair. In 
the midst of the wall on the north side, and 
supported by two timbers, several feet be- 
low the highest outlook of the castle, was a 
stone, which could not be reached unless 
you were held by the heels and so let down 
till you could touch it with your Mps. This 
stone fell from its place along time ago, and 
now another is pointed out on another side 
of the castle, to be redched in the same 
way. I confess that I assisted in thus.sus- 
pending two or three young Americans

Rev. John S. Zelie. 


We hear, with deep regret, of the death, 
at Princeton, Mass., August 21st, of this 
valued brother, whose ministerial life was 
chiefly spent in California. He came bhith- 

~er in the Spring of 1855, as a home mis- 
sionary, and did good service in our pioneer 
enterprises for more than eight years. He 
was located at Mokelumne Hill, at Sania 
Cruz, and at Redwood City ; the first con- 
gregational minister in each of those places. 
Thus his work amténg us was foundation 
work, taking much of ‘his time for outside 
matters. Yet he maintained a high stand- 
ard for the pulpit. His sermons were care- 
fully prepared, strong in logic and full of 
sterling tryth. And on delivering them he 
was moved by the strong forces of feeling, 
which gave his measured atterances energy 
and intensity. Not’a few of our readers 
will recall bis earnest ministrations. Let 
his voice speak to them afresh from his early 
grave, inciting them to Christian faith and 
devotion. Most of our little band of Con- 
gregational ministers have prized his coun- 
sel and companionship ; let them gird their 
loins anew for ‘what remains of their own 

Christian: race. 

Brother Zelie was a man of marked 
character, and the most unswerving princi- 
ple.. Some thought him too unbending for 
California; but California would be im- 
roeasurably the gainer, if its churches and 
communities had heeded such Puritan 


~ voices. He was a man of spotless integri- 


ty, of earnest purposes, of kind sympathies. 
His ‘home must indeed be left desolate. We 
tender‘our hearty and sorrowful sympathy 
to the bereaved wife, whom all in California 
knew but to esteem and love. She knows 
to what Father she can confide her four 
orphan children. 

Our brother died in armor, being stricken 
with disease after a hard Sabbath’s work. 
During his settlement in Princeton, be had 
the joy of welcoming a large number of 
converts. Thus fitly and beautifully was 
his ministry closed. We are thankful for 
that part of it which was spent in this 
State. We believe it will seem far from 
fruitless, to those who knew him here; and 
will be to him a-crown of glory, when the 
pioneer work of the churches shall be re- 
hearsed in Heaven. 

He was sick more than three weeks, of 
dysentery ; and duriog all the time he suf- 
fered intensely, and was part of the time 
delirious. For several days a pound of 
ether was each day administered to him. 
At length death came to his relief. At the 
funeral service the Rev. Dr. Storrs, of 
Brooklyn, N, Y., preached. It is presumed 
Dr. S. was passing his vacation there ; that 
place being a health-resort. 


- The Law ot Christian Fellowship. 


Unity in diversity is the law of Christian. 
association. There is acommon object but 
diverse ways of seeking it; a love that is 
the same in kind the world over, but differ- 
ing widely in degree and in the manner of its 
manifestation. As the same white sunlight 
assumes # red, or a blue, or a black color, 
according to the nature of the object on 
_ which it falls, so the spiritual life of believ-

variously colored by the different mediums 
through which it is transmitted. It would 
be profitless labor, moreover, to attempt to 
make precisely alike the outgrowths of pi- 
ety in all men. We might declare that re- 
ligion consists wholly in benevolent, outward. 
activity, but we should despair of bringing 
all Christians to the same opinion. Or we 
might declare, on the other hand, that relig- 
ion consists alone in self-discipline, self- 
examination, prayer and penance, but many 
a man who has felt the blessedness of labor- 
ing for another would express his dissent 
from such a declaration. . And we are, per- 
haps, quite ready to admit, in theory, that 
the life of a believer has a variety of aspects, 
characterized however by the greater or less 


nal and active, and the internal and medita- 
tive. In theory we admire it, but in prac- 
tice we are at variance with it. The Chris- 
tian, for instance, whose natural tempera- 
ment in such as to lead him to express out- 
wardly the emotions of the heart will some- 
times look uncharitably on him who is more 
inclined to conceal his feelings within him- 
self. And the latter, in turn, judging his 
own to be the true type of piety, will look 
with somewhat of suspicion upon that of the 
former. Roth are at fault. Regenerating 
grace transforms the constitution of the in- 
dividual no father than it issinful. It nev- 
er makes a Luther of a Melancthon, or a 
Knox out of a Wesley. The moral ten- 
dencies, and not the physical and mental, 
are affected by conversion. Consequently, 
there is the greatest possible diversity in the 


| outward manifestations of religion. “ We 
| bave many members in: one body, and all 


members have not the same office; 80 we 
being many ”—not in members merely, but 


| also in office—* are one body in Christ.” 


The hands and the eyes are external mem- 
bers, but they are not more important’ than 
the lungs and heart that are out of sight, 
Being made aware both of the fact and 
of the reason of our diversities we ought 
to know how to treat one another. If we 
have a Paul in our church whose religion is 
broad, catholic, and genial, we will bless 
God for him. If there is a Peter, who 
holds fast to the old and time-worn habits 
of the past, we will bless God for him, too; 
because we have such a conservative ele- 
ment amongst us. And if there is a John, a 
silent and reflective disciple, we shall not 
expect him to be as forward in speech, as 
strong in language, or as abundant in ex- 
ternal activity as either Peter or Paul, but 
we shall hope much from his silent influ- 
ence, and from his ready access to the ear 
of Christ. We ought not only to tolerate 
this diversity, but to be grateful for it, since 
we bave thus afforded us the elements of a 
rounded, complete, and harmonious church, 
such as shall be gathered at last in the tem- 
ple of the Lord God, and the Lamb above.

And it was much more to the glory of Di- 
vine Grace, to close in with, grapple and 
overcome that one specific and besetting 
sin, than it would have been to nurse ever 
so many of those good habits which the man 
already possessed. |

A Roman Convert’s Re- 
CONVERSION.—Mr. Charle8 Hemans, son of 
the well-known poetess, several years ago 


-becamea Roman Catholic. Recently he has 


returned to Protestantism. After he be- 


came a Catholic, with the fervent zeal of a 


new convert, he went to Rome, and spent 
ten years there, giving his attention to the 


catacombs, and Christian monuments. A 


few years ago he published “ Catholic Italy 
and Her Sanctuaries.” His studies in this 
direction finally led to a change, as will be 
seen from the following extracts from a let- 
ter which he has recently written :— 


“ Having been induced during the many 
years spent by me at Rome to examine into 
the evidences of Christian antiquity in the 
range of catacomb monuments, and having 
approached that study with a strong sense 
of the value of these primitive records as 
the incorrupt and pure expression of the 
mind of the ancient church, I have been 
finally led to see that between the picture 
of a past reality there presented, and the 
actual religious practice of Rome, exists an 
opposition affecting essentials—an irrecon- 
cilability, in short, which I believe no 
amount of ingenious erudition, nor argu- 
mentation of sophistry, can either explain 
away orharmonize. Without entering into 
controversy, for which I have neither taste 
nor vocation, I may indicate two points es- 
pecially, which I believe to be condemned, 
in their Roman Catholic acceptance, by the 
testimony of those ancient monuments ; the 
idea of an absolute earthly’ headship to 
which all rights and prerogatives converge 
in the successors of St. Peter; and the 
worship, under whatever modification, of 
creatures, implying, of course, that so prom- 
inent in the Roman system, of which the 
Blessed Virgin is the object—totally want- 
ing the support, and repugnant to the sense, 
of the evidences deducible from therange of 
catacomb art and epigraphy.

Summer.

Pleasant the swarm about the bough ;

PERFUMES.—Ladies who would secure 
for themselves genuine odors of flowers, and 
at the same time pleasantly employ them- 
selves, may do so in the following manner: 
Roses, and all flowers containing oils—and 
most highly perfumed flowers contain a 
large quartity of oil—may be made to yield 
their aromatic properties by steeping their 
petals in a saucer or flat dish of water, and 
setting it in the sun. The petals should be 
entirely covered with water, which, by the 
way, should be soft; rain water would be 
the best. A sufficient quantity should be 
allowed for evaporation, and the vessel 
should remain undisturbed for a few days. 
At the end of this timea film will be float- 
ing on the top. This is the essential oil of 
the flower, and every particle of it is im- 
pregnated with the odor peculiar to the 
flower. It should be taken up carefulty and 
put in tiny vials, which should be allowed 
to remain open till all watery particles have 
evaporated. A very small portion of this 
will perfume glove-boxes, drawers, apparel, 
etc., and will last a long time. The odor of 
musk blossoms is of the most lasting, as 
well as the most pungent, of the floral scents, 
and is more delicate than, though not quite 
so lasting as the animal product musk. 


Asovut Ba.ine Cotron.—Some valua- 
ble improvements have been made in baling 
cotton for the market, which prevent loss 
of the fleecy southern staple and secures a 
more remunerative return to the producer. 
Among these the substitution of of iron in 
lief of rope bids fair to entirely supersede, 
in certain parts of the cotton-growing re- 
gion, the use of the hempen material. The 
advantages of iron are material. Cotton 
bound with jt is better secured against de- 
terioration while stored in a gin-house; in 
the course of trans portation ; isin smaller 
compass and more easily handled and stored, 
either in the press or on shipboard. Such 
‘disasters as the destruction of the Alabama 
and Orleans Cotton Presses, by which 
20,000 bales were lost, would have been ob- 
viated if the iron tie of to-day had been in 
use. The cotton-house of Fassman & Co., 


of New Orleans, have adopted a new iron. 


tie, which is admirably adapted to the pur- 
pose. One end of the hoop is fastened to 
a buckle, the other end has only to be in- 
serted, and when the press is let from the 
bale the tie instantly, adjusts itself. The 
use of iron for this purpose is about fifty 
per cent. cheaper than hempen material.

No GRAPES IN FEVER AND AGUE Dis-

Tue LarGest Farm In THE Wor Lp. 
—I observe a note in your issue of an 8,000 
acre farm in Bureau county, Illinois, and of 
Mr. J. S. Alexander’s farm in Morgan 
county, Illinois, both of which will pass for 
fair-sized Illinois farm. But the farm, 
which is no doubt the largest cultivated farm 


‘in the world, and I believe the best, is 


owned and cultivated by M. L. Sullivant, 
formerly from the vicinity of Columbus, 
Ohio, now of Champaign county, Illinois. 
He owns and presides over 70,000 acres of 
the best land on this hemisphere, 23,000 
acres of which is under fence, and in actu- 
improvement and cultivation; the balance 
in herding.

form of vapor to the air. With ten weeds 
upon a square foot, an exchange estimates 
that the careless farmer has forty-four 
million pumps at work on every acre, dis- 
sipating the moisture and drying up the 
soil, at the expense of the crops.
